New demand in schools 


Teacher training on the move

Things have changed in the teach- 
ing field 

In the late 1970s it was difficult for 
a new teacher to find a job. Recently 
however, it has been predicted that in 
the next five years there will be a 
shortage of 150,000-250,000 teachers 
in California, according to Terry 
Thomas, associate dean of the CSUS 
School of Education. 

There are several reasons for this 
shift. One is a junior baby boom that 
has begun. As these children move 
through the system, more teachers 
will be needed 

Another reason for the increasing 
demand for teachers is that since there 
had not been any hiring for a long 
time, a large percentage of established 
teachers will retire. 

In particular there is a new growth 
of population in the foothill area. It is 
becoming a miniature “Silicon Val- 
ley” as high technology companies 
are moving into the area. This will 
create a greater demand for teachers. 

To help fulfill the need for 
teachers the CSUS School of Educa- 
tion is recruiting candidates for its 
credential program. The efforts ap- 
pear to be paying off. Last year the 
education school had to turn away 
100 applicants who had at least the

severe need for teachers 


minimum requirements, according to 
Thomas. 

All CSUS freshmen, sophomores 
and jumors were recently sent teach- 
ing career information. The School of 
Education received about 1200 in- 
quiries, said Thomas. 

“Today there is a severe need for 
high school math and science 
teachers, at all levels, elementary 
teachers and some English instructors 
too,” said Thomas. “We are particu- 
larly interested in recruiting students 
in the specific fields which have the 
greatest need.”

try.” Narcotic addiction is considered a 
disease and those suffering from it

Richard is dually addicted to 
alcohol and drugs and has a “sixth 
sense’ about the difference between a 
drug addict and an alcoholic right 
away. There is, he believes, “a definite 
line between a drug addict and an 
alcoholic.” The dividing line, accord- 
ing to Richard, is legal. “Narcotics are 
illegal and the lifestyle is different.” 


Another recruitment tactic has 
been to display posters at local 
community colleges and high schools 
to let people know that opportunities 
in the field of education are increas- 
ing 

Recent legislation in California 
has provided for more education 
scholarships to encourage qualified 
people to pursue teaching careers 
The beginning salary for a teacher in 
California is now $20,000. It used to 
be $14.000, according to Thomas 

\ student considering teaching as 
a career has several requirements to 
fulfill. In California, a student canhot 
major in education but must study an 
academic field and then acquire a 
teaching credential. The student must 
pass the National Teachers Exam in 
the subjects commonly taught in 
elementary school for that credential, 
and the specific field or fields to be 
taught for the high school credential. 
However, a liberal studies major for 
an elementary credential and various 
majors for high school allow the 
teacher candidate to waive the exam. 


“It is important for a student to get 
an adviser early in his college educa- 
tion so that he takes the necessary 
courses,” said Thomas.

The exceedingly rapid growth of the student aid 
Programs, especially the loan program, has affected the 
smooth operation of the CSA commission, said Bess.

The award is part of a collective bargaining 
agreement between the California Faculty Associa 
tion and the CSU

The money from these awards comes from the 
money allocated for faculty use. The MPPP 1s not the

The Yanks are coming

No doubt everyone would like 
to make a living doing what he or 
she loves — some people have the 
talent and persistence to pull it off 
Yanks, a no-frills San Francisco- 
based rock band, is composed of 
four such people 

“We have such a great time 
playing together,” said vocalist, 
guitarist and priacipal songwniter 
Owen Masterson, “that it’s hard 
for me to believe we're all grown 
men.” But the men are grown, and 
each has years of musical expe- 
rence to prove it. Masterson, 28, 
has been playing rock profession- 
ally for 1S years, and writing for 
10. The three other band members 
have been performing for between 
nine and !8 years 

The years Yanks’ members put 
in with other groups paid off, for 
Masterson said it was that expe- 
rience that enabled the four men to 
see how well they worked to- 
gether. “It’s weird to be in such a 
top-notch band,” he said. “I have 
so much respect for these guys.” 

The enthusiasm Masterson 
feels toward the band, and says the 
other members share, is reflected 
in Yanks’ pleasant, energetic 
music. The songs are not complex, 
nor are the lyrics particularly 
profound or poetic, but they do 
have the catchy guitar patterns and 
classic rock ‘n’ roll backbeats that 
make them danceable, extremely 
listenable and even memorable 
Other strong points in the music 
are Masterson’s rich baritone voice 
and the harmonious backing vo- 
cals that complement him in most 
of the songs 


Yanks has been compared to 
two other popular West-coast 
bands, Wire Train and Translator, 


but Masterson doesn't see the 
resemblance. “I don't mind being 
compared to those bands, but I 
really don't see any similarity. I 
know the guys in both ban « 
of the members of Wire Train lives 
across the street from me.

rather be compared to them than 
to The Clash or the Stones, who 
we've also been compared to, but | 
really don’t think we're like any of 
them.” 

Rock fans will have a chance to 
hear Yanks live tonight when the 
band does a show at Club Can't 
Tell, and decide for themselves 
which bands. if any, may have 
influenced the group. Yanks will 
be opening for the Textones in a 
9:45 p.m. show 

The Can't Tell date comes at 
the tail end of Yanks’ three-month 
nationwide tour. With the excep 
tion of a few shows as an opening 
act (once for Marshall Crenshaw) 
the band has been headlining 
Strong sales of Yanks’ two six- 
song EPs, “Only Lovers Left 
Alive” and “Made in the States,” 
ensured the band a warm welcome 
wherever they went. “We were 
very well received, Masterson 
said. “‘The albums have been 
selling well, so people actually 
knew who we were.” 

The success of the EPs has been 
such that French-based Lolita 
Records, which has an office in

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Editorial 
Truth needed 


In an attempt to protect innocent citizens, the people of this 
country give police officers the authority to enforce federal, 
state and local statutes. Inherent in this trust, in this delegation 
of authority, is the assumption that individual police officers and 
police departments will maintain accountability for their 
actions. To hold the trust of a community, police departments 

and the state agencies that oversee them— must have 
honest, open communication with the public. 

In a recent out-of-court settlement involving alleged police 
abuse, the university and its police department have adopted a 
policy of secrecy, thereby avoiding accountability for the terms 
of the agreement 

The settlement was reached on March 12, five months after 
a scuffle between a campus police officer and an engineering 
student. Officer Robert Vastola had filed charges against Tara 
McCann for driving without a license, resisting arrest and 
assault and battery. McCann filed a $500,000 suit against 
Vastola and the university for false arrest and imprisonment, 
assault and battery, emotional distress and negligence. 

The charges against McCann have been dropped and she 
has dropped her lawsuit, but the university, the police 
department and McCann have agreed to conceal other details 
of the settlement. By adopting this policy of secrecy, CSUS and 
police officials have avoided accountability for the terms of the 
agreement. 

If any university or state money was awarded to McCann or 
her lawyer, taxpayers and fee-paying students should know. 
[he university's money comes out Of their pockets. 

Furthermore, the campus community should know if 
disciplinary actions were taken against Vastola, and why 
Police Chief Donald Yelverton iias stated in a press release that 
although MeCann’s civil rights were not abused, Vastola did 
violate department policy. Yelverton and CSUS President 
Donald Gerth offer a solid “no comment” when asked to 
explain this violation of department policy. They call it a 
personnel matter. True, it is a personnel matter, but it is also a 
public safety issue. If Vastola’s actions unnecessarily 
endangered the student, the public has a right to know what 
steps have been taken to avoid future “policy violations.” 

If the violations were minor and adequate measures have 
been taken to prevent future violations, then the community 
need not question the department's actions. But if the 
violations could endanger students, faculty members or 
university employees, then the public has the right to demand 
that measures are taken to avoid future abuses. 

The department and the university must openly claim 
responsibility for the actions of its officers and out-of-court 
settlements that could invoive student money and public safety. 
The trustworthiness of the department has been brought to 
question by the veil of secrecy placed over this case.
